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Universities to get $5.6 million from new fund 


The first allocation for universities from 
the “fund for excellence in education” 
(See story, page 2) is $5.6 million. 

Post-Secondary Education Minister 
Russell Fraser said Feb. 18 that this 
money is additional funding for univer¬ 
sity operating budgets. “It will enable 
the universities to cover non-salary 
inflation and help them continue to res¬ 
tructure their operations,” he said. 

Fraser also announced that he was 
meeting with the three university presi¬ 
dents Feb. 19 in Vancouver to discuss 
“the need for increases above their 1985- 
86 operating base budgets to provide 
ongoing funding for a number of specific 
projects financed originally through 
specific allocations.” 

“These include ongoing funding for 


expansion of engineering programs, 
faculty renewal and student aid.” 

Fraser said he would discuss with the 
three presidents “how best to accommo¬ 
date funding of these projects. An addi¬ 
tional $10 million or more may be 
involved in the discussions.” 

Vice-President Academic Prof. Mur¬ 
ray Fraser said he was impressed by the 
minister’s statement and called it “a 
step in the right direction. I expect Mr. 
Fraser to become a strong advocate for 
universities,” he said. 

Prof. Fraser was commenting on the 
minister’s statement in the absence of 
President Dr. Howard Petch on Feb. 18. 

Prof. Fraser added a note of caution. 
“This announcement must be viewed in 


the context of three years of serious cut¬ 
backs in our operating grants,” he said. 

“It is extremely important that an 
increase in funding be built into the uni¬ 
versity’s base budget.” 

Prof. Fraser said UVic’s existing pro¬ 
grams have been “threatened and, to 
some extent, diminished by the opera¬ 
ting grant cutbacks.” He also pointed 
out that the announcement made no 
mention of salaries which have been 
“eroded dramatically” in the past three 
years. 

Prof. Fraser said the announcement 
did not mention the high costs of tuition 
and related living expenses for students 
and expressed the hope that the govern¬ 
ment will ease the burden for students 


by providing additional grants and 
awards and summer employment 
programs. 

In making his announcement, Russell 
Fraser said he wants to arrange a quick 
start on discussions with the university 
community on special initiatives to be 
financed through the fund for Excel¬ 
lence in Education. 

“I want to sit down and talk to the 
people on campus and get their views on 
the areas where they think they can 
excel and become world leaders,” he 
said. 

“I especially want to hear the priori¬ 
ties of students. The process should 
involve everyone in the university 
community.”

The Business and Industry Development 
Centre (BIDC) at UVic is open for busi¬ 
ness. 

The BIDC will be officially opened Feb. 
27 at 19:30 a.m. by the Honourable Bob 
McClelland, Minister of Industry and 
Small Business, in the Centre’s offices in 
the UVic Campus Services Building. 

Two offices have been established 
under the auspices of the BIDC to stimu¬ 
late entrepreneurial activity and indus¬ 
trial development in the Greater Victoria 
area. 

The Centre’s Enterprise Development 
Office will provide advice, information 
and business education programs to 
present and future business owners. 

The University/Industry Liaison Of¬ 
fice will provide technical support for 
industry, and promote industry and 
university collaborative research and the 
transfer of technology firom the univer¬ 
sity to the marketplace. 

Funding for the Centre comes from 
both the federal and provincial govern¬ 
ments. The University/Industry Liaison 
Office is funded through the five-year $20 
million Subsidiary Agreement on Science 
and Technology signed by the federal and 
provincial governments in July of 1985. 
The provincial Ministry of Industry and 


Small Business Development has pro¬ 
vided funding for the Enterprise Develop¬ 
ment Office. 

Jim Currie, UVic’s Director of Institu¬ 
tional Analysis and assistant to UVic 
President Dr. Howard Petch, has been 
named director pro tern of the Centre. 

Currie says the Centre will be open to 
anyone in the community with entre¬ 
preneurial ideas. “UVic will actively 
participate in the economic renewal of 
this area through sharing existing re¬ 
sources and co-ordinating these internal 
resources with the resources and needs of 
the community,” he says. “The Centre’s 
aim is to stimulate the entrepreneurial 
potential of UVic’s faculty, student and 
research associates as well as entrepre¬ 
neurs in the community.” 

UVic already has many links with 
business and industry. A receiit survey by 
Institutional Analysis revealed that more 
than 80 per cent of local high technology 
companies utilize the university’s re¬ 
sources, Currie points out. 

The BIDC will collaborate with the 
downtown offices of Business Victoria 
and Camosun’s Business Development 
Centre, as well as with other groups and 
organizations. 



Fine Arts gift enjoyed by thousands 

More than 4,000 people attended the fourth annual Students’ Fine Arts Festival Feb. 15 
to watch plays, listen to music and lectures, view exhibits and get their faces painted. 
Acting Dean of Fine Arts Dr. Anthony Welch said the festival was the most successful 
yet, attracting a range of people from toddlers to senior citizens. ’Tull credit must go to 
the 350 students who actively participated, along with faculty advisor Dr. William 
Kinderman (Associate Dean of Fine Arts),” said Welch. The students raised funds to 
produce the festival through a raffle, concessions and the sale of advertising. Enough 
money was raised to cover costs and provide seed money for next year’s festival. 
Student organizers describe the festival as ”our gift to the community” as well as an 
opportunity to showcase the range of talent in B.C.’s only Faculty of Fine Art.

Existing programs need support, says Fetch 


UVic President Dr.Howard Fetch ex¬ 
presses both optimism and some concern 
about a provincial government announc- 
ment of the establishment of a $110 
million “fund for excellence” for British 
Columbia schools, colleges and universi¬ 
ties. 

Premier Bill Bennett and Finance 
Minister Hugh Curtis made the an¬ 
nouncement Feb. 11, with Bennett ex¬ 
plaining that the $110 million is new 
funding over and above operating bud¬ 
gets for 1986-87. 

Bennett said the government “will 
consider development of centres of excel¬ 
lence” within the universities in such 
fields as bio-technology, Pacific Rim 
studies, computer systems, forestry re¬ 
search and international business. “Mea¬ 
sures to develop links with the province’s 
cultural sector and industries will also be 
developed,” he said. 

“Pm pleased that the provincial gov¬ 
ernment is putting more money into 
universities and I have no quarrel with 


the priorities for the development oi 
centres of excellence,” says Fetch. “Each 
of the three B.C. universities has already 
been trying to strengthen programs in 
one or more of these areas.” 

Fetch says his main concern is that 
these developments could be carried out 
at the expense of existing programs. “The 
most crucial need for the universities, 
after years of cutbacks, is support for 
existing programs. 

“Fm concerned that the whole founda¬ 
tion of universities is being eroded. You 
can’t build castles on sand and we need 
support for the university as a whole.” 

Fetch says the greatest single problem 
at B.C. universities is the erosion of 
salaries for faculty members over several 
years. “We can no longer attract or hold 
people the way we should.” 

He adds it is not clear from the an¬ 
nouncement whether there will be any 
real increase in the 1986-87 operating 
grants for B.C. universities. “There is no 
basis yet for completing our 1986-87 


operating budget.” 

The three university presidents were 
requested to attend a meeting with the 
chairman of the Universities Council of 
British Columbia Feb. 19 (after the 
Ring deadline) to discuss the new pro¬ 
vincial program. 

In making the announcement of the 
fund, Bennett said it will meet the educa¬ 
tion community’s request for multi-year 
funding “to provide them with stability 
and the ability to undertake long range 
planning.” 

“As our economy expands, the funding 
to be allocated to education in the second 
and third years of the program will reflect 
forecast increases in revenue,” said Ben¬ 
nett. 

Fetch says he was encouraged by this 
statement since universities had been 
asking for years for some indication of 
provincial funding in future. 

Bennett said the first-year allocation of 
$110 million represents an increase of 
more than six per cent over operating 


budgets for 1985-86. He said the fund will 
finance two types of spending, “adjust¬ 
ments to operating budgets and special 
initiatives to improve the quality of 
teaching, to respond to economic develop¬ 
ment opportunities, to modernize facili¬ 
ties and to encourage efficiency.” 

He said ministers will consult with 
members of the educational community 
and the public on development of special 
initiatives which will then be brought to 
Cabinet for funding. All decisions on 
allocations from the fund will be made by 
Cabinet “on a merit basis”. 

“Students, too, will be involved in the 
consultations and asked for their sugges¬ 
tions on what learning institutions 
should be doing.” 

Bennett said the fund for excellence 
represents “a significant increase and the 
consultation process that will be involved 
in the funding of special initiatives will 
ensure that the people who pay the bills— 
the taxpayers—get the best value for the 
money that is spent.”

Dohereiner at Maltivood 


John Dobereiner, teacher and artist, will 
be remembered and honored in the com¬ 
ing weeks through a retrospective of his 
work to be held at the Maltwood Art 
Gallery and Museum Feb. 25 to April 15.

Stephen Lewis to talk 
on South Africa 

Stephen Lewis, outstanding speaker and Canada’s ambassador to the 
United Nations, will be at UVic March 4 to discuss “South Afidca: When 
will Patience Run Out?” 

Lewis is coming to Victoria as the third speaker in this year’s 
Distinguished Lectures Series. His speech will be at 8 p.m. in the University 
Centre Auditorium, and is free and open to all interested people. 

“He is a brilliant speaker ... perhaps the best speaker in Canada,” says 
Dr. Terence Morley of the UVic Political Science Department and member 
of the President’s Distinguished Lectures committee. 

On his Victoria visit, Lewis will be accompanied by his wife Michele 
Landsberg, author and Globe and Mail columnist, who will give a 
presentation March 3 through the UVic Creative Writing Department. 

Since Lewis was appointed to the United Nations post by the federal 
Conservative government in late 1984, the former leader of the NDP 
Opposition government in Ontario has been noted for his passionate 
advocacy of labor and environmental issues. 

He has been outspoken on occasion, criticizing both the United States 
and the Soviet Union. He clashed with the right wing American Heritage 
Foundation over its isolationist policies which recommended that the U.S. 
should leave the United Nations, and has vigorously criticized the Soviet 
Union for violations of human rights and military campaigns in 
Afghanistan. 

Bom in Ontario in 1938, Lewis became familiar with political life at an 
early age as the son of David Lewis, former national leader of the NDP. 

Stephen Lewis was elected leader of the Ontario NDP in 1970, and re¬ 
elected in 1971, 1975 and 1977. 

“He was a very successful politician. He sustained the gains made in 
Ontario by the NDP in the 1960s, and enhanced them,” says Morley. 

After Lewis resigned from the Ontario Legislature in 1978, he worked as 
a freelance writer for the Toronto Star, and as a regular guest on CBC 
radio’s Peter Gzowski Show, discussing issues with Eric Kierans and 
Dalton Camp. 

He and his wife now live in New York with their three children. 

Michele Landsberg is the author of two Penguin books, Michele 
Landsberg's Guide to Children's Books and Women and Children First.

Supports Chapel Use 

In the last issue of the Ring Dr. J. Hayward of the 
Biology Department commented that he had 
studied the use of the meditation room of the 
new chapel. After many observations during the 
month of November he had not found the room 
in use on any occasion. 

I was Interested In using the meditation room 
but was unclear as to when the building would 
be open on a regular basis. At random intervals I 
checked the building in passing and happened 
to find it locked during its early weeks. In the last 
few weeks, I have made use of the meditation 
room each week day. I am very surprised to hear 
that this space was available so long before I 
became aware of it and I suspect other people 
have only slowly integrated this opportunity with 
their habits. It is often the case that a facility 
exists for some interval before the community 
makes full use of it. 

I am curious at the animosity which I have 
heard expressed toward the chapel. People who 
consider themselves scientists often recoil in 
great distaste at areas of inquiry which they 
consider unscientific. They perhaps forget that 
science as it Is usually practised only endeavors 
to address particular areas of concern. In 
keeping with this limitation the methods and 
data of science are accordingly limited. There Is 
today in vogue an implication that those areas of 
inquiry not popularly associated with the physi¬ 
cal sciences make no great contribution to the 
human condition and are further invalid by 
reason of incomplete rational explanation. It 
may be that reason is a tool of people kind rather 
than our singular purpose. 

An understanding of one’s self and of one’s 
relation to the world (or universe) is a concern 
with social consequence. A bringing Into rela¬ 
tion of one’s endeavors and understanding in 
science with our social values and ethics is an 
aspect of philosophy worthy of pursuit. Stop¬ 
ping for a moment to withdraw from one’s 
activity allows the mind to shift perspectives and 
integrate what is already experienced into a 
more profound understanding. 

There Is a philosophical ethnocentricity 
prevalent which claims institutions of learning 
should only be associated with particular 
inquiries. We have unconsciously allowed the 
domain of our present methods to determine 
what areas are worth examination. We pursue 
those areas of understanding considered man¬ 
ageable and relegate the rest to insignificance. 
This flow is well Illustrated by behaviourist 
psychology which conveniently assumes any 
data too difficult to gather can be assumed 
Inconsequential. This strategy will not however 
deliver us from the consequences of our uneven 
development and partial understanding. Narrow 
perspectives along with greed have brought us 
to the brink of extinction and still we seem 
unable to examine other perspectives. Logical 
Positlvism» is a jealous god. I am not truly critical 
of science for skillful science does not assert 
negation to deny the unexplored.
